Dear Eric: 

Nice to hear from you a^^ain; especially, since you have made a good 
suggestion for imnroving future ANA library catalogues by having a team of 
numismatie specialists work with tbe librarian to see that all nublications 
are correctly catalogued. As an ANA Board member I will see that your 
suggestion is acted upon. 

As I think further about this matter, I would like to carry your 
suggestion further and have the same team, in addition ti imnroving the ANA 
library catalogue, also undertake the resnonsibility of suggesting books, 
pamphlets, neriodicals, etc,, which should be added to the ANA library, so 
as to give it greater depth, breadth and utility for the development of the 
educational, intellectual and cultural phases of numismatics in the U, S. 
as onposed to the collecting, hoarding and speculating in coins. 

Today our ANA circulating library is the principal, if not the only 
source of numismatic literature for thousands of collectors and numismatists 
scattered all over the U,S, This is particularly true here on the West Coast 
where we have practically nothing in the way of numismatic literature available 
in our public libraries, except a few scattered works of the more common kind. 
Since the material in the fireANS library, the Library of Congress and other 
older libraries on theEast Coast does not circulate, it is of little help to 
anyone that does not have the time and money to make an expensive trip and 
stay on the East Coast each time there is the urge to pursue a numismatic 
interest. 

This lack of numismatic literature is a serious problem and handicap for 
most collectors who are unable to properly attribute many of their coins; to 
secure the necessary information to expalin their exhibits; to find out the 
story about their coins and collections; to enjoy reading and studying the 
classics, standard works and the literature and lore of nximismatics ; to explore 
the over lapping fields of money, banking, finance, archeology, history and 
other related subjects, and to write articles or prepare talks about their coins 
and collections, all because of a lack of proper material for study and research. 

As a result, many collectors are unable to satis^ their thirst for knowledge 
and information and are uninformed about their coins. They tire of collecting, 
lose interest and turn to more mentally stimulating activities. This is very 
evident from the rapid turnover of membership in coin clubs and organizations 
where many join but few remain. 

For this reason, I would like to see our ANA library expanded to meet 
this pressing need for knowledge and information. If specialists in various 




fields of numismatics would check over the new ANA library catalogs and 
recommend worthwhile items it would greatly help the librarian in ascertaining 
and securing the material for the library as it becomes available in both 
current and out of print books and other items. Thus the library would have 
the greater depth, breadth and utility so urgently needed. 

Recently, I checked over the U.S, material in the old ANA library catalogue 
and supplied the ANA librarian with a list of U.S. items I considered worth- 
while for the ANA library. This list was published in the November issue of 
the Numismatist, page 1471, by the librarian. Look it over. Probably you can 
suggest several other items that should be included and which are not at 
present in the ANA library catalogue. 

How about it, Eric, are you in accord with this general thinking? If so, 
how about initiating a project as friends of the ANA library to make un a 
list of items that are worthwhile for future acquisition by the ANA library. 

We might each make up such a list and ask other numismatists to do likewise. 
Perhaps, we can enlist the help of several specialists in this underiiaking. 

From several discussion with our ANA librarian I am sure he will welcome this 
list and helo. If you send a couole copies of such a list to me, I will 
nersonally see that the librarian receives one copy and the ANA Board has the 
other, and I will make every effort as an ANA Board member to see that the 
necessary funds are made available to purchase such material as it becomes 
available. 

Of course, it will be a long time before the ANA library can equal the 
50,000 items in the AN^ library, but a start must be made by securing more of 
the better items. 

E^ich, I hope I have not rambled too far afield, and I would very much 
like to hear from you on this matter. What are your thoughts? 



P.S , I have ordered the ANS library index for my own library and I am 
looking forward to examining it. I broTight up the matter of having the ANA 
o\irchase this index at a Board Meeting and ran into some opoosition, but 
finally got approval for the ourchase of a set. Understand that less than 
50 copies have been sold. Too bad there is not more interest in this kind 
of thing. C.M.J.
